The Winnemucea Silver State de- 


clares that tho JotTBNAL, has no good 
reason for objecting to Col. Hardiu for 
Governor, on the ground of non-reni- 
denco, saying that Mr. Hardin has been 
a resident of Humboldt county since 
1870 and pays taxes and votes in Hum- 
boldt, and has done ro for fifteen years, 
and is thoroughly identified with the 
interests of Nevada. The JOTTBNAI. has 
always understood that Col. Hardin 
lived at Santa Bosa, California, and it 
believes so still. It is undoubtedly true 
that he lives there the greatest part of 
his time, only comiug to Nevada occa- 
sionally to see how his oattla are breed- 
ing. 
His actual home is not upon his 


.range but is at Santa Bosa. The Silver 
State also says: 


But if he only had a constructive, not 


an actual, resid«tico in the State, it 
•comes with bad grace from a paper like 
the JouBNAii, which advocated the elec- 
tion of William Sharon to the United 
States Senate from Nevada, and which 
ia doubtless aching to have J. W. 
Maokay enter the contest for United 
State* Senator, to insinuate that Col- 
onel Hardin ia not a resident ot Nevada. 
'When did the JOCBNAL experience a 
•change of sentiment on the subject of 
•electing non-residents to the highest 
offices in the gift of the people of Ne- 
vada, and arrived at the correct conclu- 
sion that "there are plenty of good men 
at home?" 


The Silver State should inform itself 


upon the current political history of its 
State, for it it not true that the JOUENAL 
«v«r advocated the election of Wm. 
.Sharon to the Senate. On the contrary 
it always opposed the selection of Mr. 
Sharon. Neither has the JOURNAL ex- 
perienced a change of sentiment oil the 
eubject of electing non-residents to the 
highest or any office within the gift of 
the people of Nevada. It is always in 
favor of electing those who are actual 
residents, whether they be Democrats or 
Republicans. From Senator to Con- 
stable it favors home men. 


WHO W1LI* IT BE? 


The Lyon County Times, of Saturday 


last, says: 


A number of newspapers in this State 


are very anxious to have John W. 
Mackay declare himself a candidate for 
U. 8. Senator. They claim that he is 
the only Republican that can get in the 
field and beat Fair, who will be the 
Democratic nominee. It has been said 
that Maokay and Fair are again on very 
intimate terms, and that the former 
will not make any serioun objection to 
the latter being re-elected, but this we 
have very good grounds to believe there 
is no truth in. Besides Mackay but 
one other party has beeu mentioned for 
the office, and that is Daggett. It was 
understood last Fall that Daggott was to 
be the man, but since that time new 
combinations have been formed. It is 
almost certain that Maokay will not be 
coaxed into the flsld, nor do we believe 
that Daggett will be the man. It is our 
opinion that the Republicans will have 
to find someone else besides the two 
above mentioned gentlemen, to put up 
against Fair. 


Tbe San Francisco Chronicle says 


the wine product of California for 1885, 
as nearly as can be estimated at thin 
time, will be about 15,000,000 gallon*. 
This was about the product of 1884, and 
it was estimated lait year that the pro- 
duct this year would be nearly 20,000,- 
000, the increased acreage of vines and 
the greater productiveness of the Tines 
which came in bearing only last year, 
being depended on for the additional 
5,000,000 gallons in the estimate. The 
reason that it is now estimated that 
there will be no increase in the pro- 
duction is the damage resulting from 
the uold Spring, which produced in 
many parts of the State what vice 
growers call the conlure. This affects 
the blooms and berries only and does 
not injure the Tine. The coulnre iu 
somo sections caused the dropping of 
full; one-third of the blooms and ber- 
ries before the latter set, and in other 
sections the effect was lighter, bat the 
total result has been to decrease the 
production about equal to the increase 
from 
new-bearing Tines. There ia 


nothing unfavorable to report regarding 
the Jwine prospects, except the single 
fact of an unexpectedly light yield. In 
*11 other respects the season's prospects 
-are favorable. 


Tiie Ax in tbe Block. 


The Washington Star gives promi- 


nence to the following: The President 
has called a halt. A little over a week 
ago an order went out to all the Depart- 
ments that all dismissals and appoint- 
ments to fill places not vacant must 
stop at once. A week ago a stop was 
put to all work in the Appointment Di- 
vision in tbe Treasury Department, and 
the Appointment Clerk was told that no 
more commissions were to be made out 
or papers considered 
until further 


orders, and a lot of changes that were 
contemplated by him were killed in 
their 
conception. 
Commissioner of 


Pensions Black was sent for personally 
by the President and waa given to 
understand that the offensive partisan- 
ship cry had become too indefinite in 
its meaning, and that no more changes 
in his official force were to be made 
until there was a thorough understand- 
ing on the subject on the part of the 
President. The result was orders for a 
number of changes in the 
Pension 


Office were countermanded and every- 
thing put at a standstill. Tbe President, 
it is understood, has had an under- 
standing with the beads of the Postoffice 
and other Departments, declaring his 
purpose to be to stand by the civil 
service reform declarations in his letter 
to Curtis and in his address on the 4th 
of March, "removal for cause." Ke 
had to meim^that and not removed with 
excuses. The result it that tbe ax has 
been stuck in the block and is still 
there. How far the thing is to go can 
merely be surmised, but it is true that 
the President is decidedly in earnest 
and does not intend his declarations 
shall be ignored. 


OfBce Decision. 


Laud Commissioner Sparks has ren- 


dered a decision affirming tbe right of 
entry under the public land laws and 
decisions of tbe Supreme Court of the 
United States of lands heretofore with- 
drawn by the voluntary action of the 
General Land Office for railroad in- 
demnity purposes where no require- 
ments of law existed for making such 
withdrawals. The effect of this decision 
if sustained by the Secretary of the In- 
terior, will be to restore to entry under 
the homestead and other laws, many 
million acres of public lauds that have 
been kept out of the market many years 
because claimed by railroad corpora- 
tions. In the course of the decision, 
which ia very lengthy, tbe Commiss- 
ioner cites from leading decisions of 
the Supreme Court, and concludes as 
follows: 
"Following these decisions 


by the authority of which I am govern- 
ed, I must hold that a withdrawal of 
land by the Commissioner of tbe Gen- 
eral Land Office, where withdrawals 
from settlement, entry or other appro- 
priation are not required by law, is ef- 
fective only as information in defining 
tbe limits within which indemnity selec- 
tions may be made in a proper time and 
manner, but it is not operative as a 
prohibition 
of 
settlement 
entries 


within such limit under tbe public Land 
Act—laws prior to the time when a law- 
ful selection by the railroad company 
has actually been made." Thisdecision 
was brought out by an inquiry from 
the Beceiver of the Land Office at Wala 
Walla, Washington Territory, as to 
whether or not tbe Northern Pacific is 
entitled to the land regularly settled on 
by one Miller, b«t which was by a 
change in the line of the above mention- 
ed road brought within its indemnity 
limits. 


Roller 


Tho rapidity with which this pastime 


has grown into popular favor is remark- 
able. The inventors have been at work 
improving on tho first primitive form of 
the roller skate till they have, in a num- 
ber of different models, brought it 
nearly to perfection. The Indianapolis 
(Ind.) News says the machine and steel 
pulley company of that city, which ia 
engaged in the manufacture of parlor 
skates, finds it impossible to keep up 
with its orders for them. As an indi- 
cation of the manner in which the 
roller skate craze is affecting the people, 
it states that the little town ot Amo, in 
Hendricks county, of that State, which 
contains a population of only 208 eouls, 
sent an order for seventy-five pairs of 
skates. 


Records ofBemarkable 


Cows. 


The admirers of the Holsteio breed 


have recently been gratified by the an- 
nouncement of a yield of 72 pounds of 
milk given on a certain day by a Hoi- 
stein cow belonging to the Vice-Presi 
dent of the Holstein Breeders associa- 
tion. Mr. William H. Singerly of Phil- 
adelphia. 
Naturally this big record 


gave eclat to the fourteenth annual aes- 
lon of tbe association, which occurred di- 
rectly after in Chicago, where Mr. 
Singerly was re-elected to the office of 
Yice-Freiident . 


Tbe triumph of this Holstein cow an- 


her admirers was however, of short du- 
ration, for the enterprising Alderney 
Association soon announced a week's 
yield of a Jersey cow known to the 
dairy world as Princess Second, and 
belonging to the estate of tbe late Sam- 
uel Shoemaker, as 299% pounds of 
milk, yielding 46 pounds and 12% 
ounces of butter. While tbe average 
yield per day was not as large as that 
special day's yield of tbe Singerly cow, 
the batter product was remarkable, ex- 
ceeding the heretofore no approached 
butter record of Mury Annie of St. Lam- 
bert, which was 36 pounds and 12% 
ounces for one week. 


The largest milk record for one day 


if claimed for Empress (H. H. B. 539), 
owned now by Garrit 8. Miller of 
Petersboro, N. Y. Tbe record in ques- 
tion however, was made in Holland, be- 
fore she was imported and was 108.91 
pounds. 
She has given since Mr. 


Miller bought her, 103.5 in a single day. 
Oudine, also the property of Mr. Miller 
enjoys tbe reputation of a mngle-day 
record of 90 pounds and 8 ounces. 
It 


is only fair to state that the Empress, 
which scored the topmost figure ever 
reached iu milk records for a single day, 
not only on her own heath, bnt also in 
this country, ha* gained since coming 
here the reputation of the second lar- 
gest milk^yield recorded for one year by 
any cow of any breed, namely 19,714% 
pounds. 


J. B. Wales of Iowa, who. by the by, 


is Secretary of the Holsttia Breeders As- 
sociation, for the current year, ia pos- 
sessor of Jante, who boast of a milk yield 
for one day of 90 pounds and 8 ounces 
and of 2,623 pounds and 8 ounces m 
31 days, fcii average per day for 31 con- 
secutive days, of 85.5 pounds. 


The largest annual milk record ever 


made waa that of the late Holstein cow, 
Echo, 221 (H. H. B.), whose death oc- 
curred a short time ago, after having 
three male calfs, all of which were 
well-formed and healthy animals.

fused with dirty tin-cocs, water and 
chalk, it is explained that in general a 
quart of milk weighs 2 pounds and 2% 
ounces. The annual butter product of 
good cows average from 200 to 250 
pounds 
The quantity of milk required 


to make a pound of butter ranges all 
tbe way froaa 8 to 29 pounds, according 
to the quality of the milk.

Tn« Oregon Short l>ln« Endeavor-

The Silver State says: Colonel Har- 


din ships five carloads of fat beeves to 
San Francisco to-day. Heretofore tLe 
beef cattle shipped from Winnemncca 
his ranged from 23,000 to over 30,000 
annually. Now a movement has been 
naugurated to divert a part of this busi- 
ness from the Central Pacific Kail road 
o the Oregon Short Line. Stock yards 
lave been erected on the Short Line at 
Ontario, Idaho, where every facility for 
eadlng and shipping cattle is provided, 
and buyers from Chicago, who have 
loubtless been given very low trans- 
portation rates, as an inducement to 
naugurate the trade, are already pur- 
chasing cattle. The Silver State has 
>een informed by prominent cattle men 
rom the northern country, that from 
.he present outlook they can get better 
moes for tbeir beef cattle at Caldwell, 
on the Oregon Short Line than they can 
;et from San Francisco buyers here, as 
the Oregon Short Line Company prefer 
wearing their rails at low transportation 
rated to letting them rust for lack of 
business. Unless something is done io 
counteract this movement, beef cattle 
Irom Southeastern Oregon, which have 
aoretofore been fed and fattened on 
Humboldt hay iu Winter time, will 
henceforth be driven north to the 
Oregon Short Line. 
While this will 


relieve the San Franoisoo market of a 
surplus of beef, and, doubtless benefit 
catte men, it will result in injury to 
hay ranches, and other interests, as well 
as to the C. P. B. B. Co.

Bluff, Millville, Cottonwood, Bakers- 
field, Chioo, and generally throughout 
the State. Tnm is not unusual with 
the 
advent of the fruit season, and 


does not orsTiul so generally later in 
tbe year. It has, 
howvver been re- 


marked by competent observers, that 
a tendency to diarrhoea exists months 
previous to the advent of cholera, and 
that this irritability of the bowels is one 
of tbe strongest predisposing causes to 
the absorption of the cholera microbe 
when it comes in contact with the ali- 
mentary canal. 
It woul3 be well, there- 


fore, for medical men in their respec- 
tive vicinity to call their patrons' atten- 
tion to the f not, aud warn them against al- 
lowing diarrhoea to pursue its course 
unchecked, ma what then may appear 
harmless to the patient may suddenly 
develops into the most alarming attack 
of cholera morbus with its characteristic 
vomiting, cramps and watery diarrhoea. 
It does not require to be imported from 
Asia to kill, as what is known as En- 
glish cholera, although perhaps want- 
ing in the malignancy and epidemic 
tendency of Us Asiatic brother, is often 
when neglected, quite as fatal as tbe 
foreign disease, although much more 
amenable to proper and well-directed 
treatment wben employed.
